Suggestions on Care of Arican Violets 





Make use of North and West exposures during 
summer, South and East in winter. 


Violets like a night temperature of 68 degrees. 
Avoid draughts. 


Use tepid water always, rain or spring water pre- 
ferred. Plant food should be used to keep your 
plants in a healthy growing condition. Place pots 
in saucer and water from below. Do not overwater. 


When repotting use certified soil and do not over- 
pot. 


Keep pots in proportion to size of plants. De- 
mands of the African Violet are few but must be 
constant. Such a handsome flowering plant is well 
worth a little extra trouble. You are cordially in- 
vited to visit our greenhouses.
